Strike in Olfeer Circumstances. 


"If the United Mine Workers strike 
in sympathy with the Amalgamated 
association it will not be until tbe 
union organizations of the country 
come to the aid of the steel workers. 
It would be folly for the Mine Work- 
ers to attempt it alone.'' 
The speaker was vice president Sul- 


livan of the United Mine Workers of 
Ohio, and he meant every word he 
:>aid as he talked to TUK AGE on the 
subject that is absorbing the minds ot 
the thousands upon thousands of per- 
sons in the L'uited States this after- 
noon. Mr. Sullivan bas been in touch 
witb the great labor movement since 
its inception and is in position to in- 
telligently discuss the situation and 
the probable outcome. 
-It is very clear at present," he 
continued." that no sympathy strike 
will be called until the fact is estab- 
lished beyond any doubt that the 
United StatesSteel corporation has set 
out to exterminate the Amalgamated 
Association of Iro.s Steelworkers. It 
will then be the dutv of Samuel Gom- 
phers, presidant of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, to call in consulta- 
tion the heads of every great union in 
the country. If they decide a sympa- 
strike is needed action will be taken 
by each organizetion. but all will work 
to one end. 
"N o district, that- is no state.of the 
United Mine Workers, can order a 
sympathy strike. The men who wise- 
ly framed our laws put that power in 
the hands of tbe executive board and 
districts can only strike where there 
is some plain violation of tbe scale or 
a question of wages involved. 
The 


executive board must meet at Indian- 
apolis and order a sympathy strike. 
There is sentiment against that un- 
less tbe other union organizations of 
the country will come out in support 
of the movement and all will strike. 
"Tbe Cosbocton district will not be 


involved in a strike in sympathy with 
tbe steel workers unless every other 
district m the country is affected. It 
is impossible to say what tbe next 
few- days will develop, and I do not 
want to be quoted as a prophet. 
But 


if the steel strike continues any con- 
siderable time I believe developments 
come thick and fast."

The slate 
department received a rather lengthy- 
mail comnjcnieauoa from Consul Gen- 
eral Gudger at Panama, and though 
this was dated nearly a month a?o. .c 
toid of the landing of a revolutionary 
expedition ^ad expressed the current 
belief at Panama that i"sis \vo:i:d l>c 
followed by other expr-anions. 
The 


department also received a letter from 
J. Edward Simmons of New 
York, 


president of the Panama RailruuJ 
company, confirming his commucK-2- 
tion relative to the trouble on the lit- 
mus and stating that tile ssiperintecu- 
ent of Lbe road had advised him as to 
the depredations of an insurgent bai.,1 
which did not number, however, inut-b 
over 50 men. The more serious as- 
pect of the matter was presented in 
the press dispatches from '.Viilem 
stad. stating that the Colombian 
again had invaded Venezuela. Th^re 
was no official confirmation as to this, 
but if it should prove correct, th^re 
seems little chance of avoiding au 
open conflict between these two coun- 
tries, as such an invasion by Colombia 
would be in itself an act of war. But 
the authorities here prefer to take a 
conservative view of the situation un- 
til official advices are at hand. When 
inquiry was made as to why our offi- 
cials at Bogota and elsewhere did not 
send full information on the subject, 
it was stated that these officials were 
not there to communicate n^vis. but 
only to advise this government as a 
preliminary to any 
official 
action 


which might become necessary. 


As far as known neither of ttie gov- 


ernments involved has addressed the 
United States government cia;ermng 
the trouble on the isthmus, nor has 
there been any occasion for this gov- 
ernment to address either of them in 
the premises. If traffic on the isthmus 
should be stopped It probably would 
bring about an inquiry by the United 
States government to the government 
of Colombia a* to the ability of the 
latter to cope with, the situation, for 
the primary duty is on Colombia, and 
only when she fails will the United 
States step in. When a similar trou- 
ble arose in 1SS5 the United States 
did r.ot act until the Colombian gov- 
ernment requested action, making it 
plain that the trouble had got beyond 
the power of its authorities. 


The Colombian legation had 
no 


news to conSrm the report jf a ne\x 
Colombian invasion of Venezuela. Mi. 
Herran, secretary of the legation, dis 
cussed generally the ability of Colom- 
bia to cope with an actual *«r with 
Venezuela. He pointed out that Co- 
lombia has a population of 5.000.00" 
against 3,000.000 of Venezuela, and an 
army of about 40.000 men. 
He es 


pressed his earnest hope that a condi- 
tion of actual war would not result 
from the present troubles, but believ- 
ed his country to be fully ablr- to take 
care of herself ia that emergency. 


At the navy department ao further 


steps were taken towards - adiag 
ships to the isthmus. It was decided 
definitely, however, to send tae battle- 
ship Wisconsin down to S^n Diego, 
Cal_. in ca=s the d.sirability of that 
move became evident by the time she 
reached.Sati Francisco, and the staie 
department was so advised.

was some comment also as to the 
possibility cf sending down some of 
the ships of the Xorth Atlantic squad 
ron. but Acting Secretary Hackett 
treated the suggestions as rather pre- 
mature. There is no doubt, however 
that an ampie force will be sent from 
the squadron if its presence seems 
desirable.

WILL BE DISMANTLED. 


Trust Declgc* t* Remove Wood Plant 


Kroam McKeesport. 


Pittsborg. Aug. 10.—The 
United 


States Steel corporation issued a per- 
emptory order directing that the De- 
wees Wood plant at McKeesport be 
dismantled and removed to the Kis- 
kiminetas valley. 
Persifer F. Smith, 


district manager for the American 
Sheet Steel company, made the form- 
al announcement 
in the following 


statement: "I have orders from Presi- 
dent Mcilnrty of the American Sheet 
Steel company to tear down at once 
the Dewees Wood plant at McKees- 
port and remove same to Kiskimine- 
tas valley. This I shall proceed to do 
Immediately." This ia considered a 
blow struck at the very vitals of the 
Amalgamated Association. 


The strikers heard the order in a 


spirit of ctefiance. They simply said 
it showed the steel corporation was 
convinced it could not reopen the 
plant in the face of the opposition of 
the Amalgamated Association. Strike 
leaders said the order was a bluff that 
had been worked unsuccessfully be- 
fore, and declined to take it seriously. 
Smith's statement was shown to Pres- 
ident ShaSer, but after reading it he 
declined to talk about it. 


The trust officials declined to give 


any reason for the order, but it is 
openly stated here that the pronounc- 
ed sympathy of citizens and city offi- 
cials at McXeesport with the strikers 
is responsible for it. It is also said 
tbat the plant of the National Tube 
company at McKeesport will be aban- 
doned and the c'd Carnegie plan for 
a tube plant at Conneaut, O., revived. 
The National Tube company has in 
contemplation improvements at Mc- 
Keesport of an extensive nature, but 
it is now said that owing to their dis- 
appointment at the fact that their 
men have been drawn ino the Amal- 
gamated dispute and the policy of the 
people at McKeesport they are seri- 
ously considering the project of re- 
moving the plant. 


The Dewees Wood plant was found- 


ed about 40 years ago and is one of 
the best known plants in Pennsylva- 
nia, its yards and mills cover be- 
tween 12 and 14 acres; it has employ- 
ed 1.200 men at its busiest times and 
its cost is placed at $5.000.000 by offi- 
cials of the steel corporation.

Asso«iatiou in the first conference 
asked that the United States Steel 
company sign the union scale of 
wages for ail the mills operated, own- 
ed and controlled by that company.

This 
the United States Steel company re- 
fused to concede, insisting that the 
scale should apply only to those mills 
which were union last year, even re- 
fusing to allow two mills to be in- 
cluded. which, by a species of hector- 
ins ^n 
systematic opposition of the 


company had become nonunion during 
the year. 


"Even the first demand for the scale 


to be applied generally 
throughout 


the jurisdiction of the company was 
commendable for the obvious reason 
Ihiit an employer should be willing 
to pay a uniform wage to men who 
perform like work: but realizing that 
a demand for those whom it did not 
fullT represent, the Amalgamated As- 
sociation modified its demand to the 
extent already stated- 


Circumscribed the Craft. 


"It appears that the company took 


the position it did with an avowal that 
it v.-ouid not allow the extension of 
the union to noaunionists. Such a po- 
sition and avowal are tantamount to 
declaring that notwithstanding the 
growth of the craft, the organization 
had reached a status beyond which it 
could not extend. 


"Now. any one at all familiar with 


the industrial development and eco- 
nomic organization is aware that or-

lows that if the trust, by its great
